2015). ©On
remand to this court, and in compliance with the supreme
court's opinion, the judgment of the trial court is hereby
reversed 1insofar as it awarded the mother postminority
educational support for N.D., and the cause is remanded to the
trial court for that court to enter a judgment consistent with
this opinion.
